The experi- 
ment of; an attack upon, troops, however, 
like that at Baltimore,.is not likely to be re- 
peated, not frora'the want, indeed, of will 
on their part, but because the chance ia not 
likely to be'offered them on ours. 
But the 


persecution of peaceful people iu their quiet 
homes is becoming a marked feature of the 
violence and cruelty which -will- become 
more and more stringent as the rebellion 
progresses. : Already, throughout, the rebel- 
lious slates the most stringent despotism is 
exercised overall persons in favor of the Un- 
ion, and not these-only, but those who are 
hot in favor, of secesaioh. -The 
number 


who have been already banished it is im- 
possible to tell, as they fly uncounted 
;hroiigh all parts of the country; but from 
:he few whom,.by chance, we happen to fell 
n with in this city, wo know that the perse- 
cution is general and the fight universal.— 
As in the days of :the old French, revolu- 
;ion, it is enough that-a man be suspected 
to bring upon him the enmity of the seces- 
sion mob, and the test of nn oath to-lhc 
rebellions state is at once offered. 
M o r i s 


an oath enough ; the suspected person must 
enroll .at once to serre in the army or .in 
the home-guard, to protect the country from 
the northern enemy, and the enemy soon 
still more dreaded on their owa plantations 
and at their own firesides. But this is on- 
ly in the border states.

man on..whom suspicion points had-better 
fly for his life before worse comes of it. •'. 
; We have seen in this city, within three 
clays, whole families^—men, women and 
children—who have thus been compelled to 
escape from Virginia, and were glud-to es- 
cape with their lives.

ses, 
cattle and produce, as spoils to the 


mob; 
Sometimes they have been permit- 


ted the use of their own teams to reach the 
nearest railway stations; but once there, 
they have left horses and carriages standing 
at the .roadside for the nse of whomsoever 
chose to take possession, and have got into 
the first train, stripped of all their worldly 
wealth, except the clothes they stood in.

of the head of a family, an account of their 
escape.

We cannot know 
the full-details of the plans ..of. the com- 
der-in-ehief; tbe public good and the suc- 
cess of military movements demand secre- 
cy. 'Jjct us put full faith in tbe president, 
his cabinet, and Gen. Scott, and do our 
share of the work with a will and without 
questions.

Tlie Secession Election iu Virginia. 


The first duty of the government is, after 


the fifth of May. according to the presi- 
dent's proclamation, to repossess the; forts, 
arsenals and places, belonging to the Uni- 
ted States, which have been taken by the 
seceding states." That this will be done 
with vigor we have not a doubt. Harper's 
Ferry, the.Norfolk navy yard, and the fed- 
ral property at Richmond, Baltimore and 
Alexandria, will be immediately reposses- 
ed>. Virginia will feel the first power of the 
government. This, is necessary, not only 
for the safety of the national capital, but as 
a political move.

"Ithe patience exhibited by the soldiers. 
Jut they were acting under order of their 
fficers, and the general command was "not 
o fire without-iorders.;" after the order, 
owever,:was given for.the first platoou to 
re, they felt; that the "ice was broken," (I 
uote the words of one of them) " arid as 
the point beyond which endurance ceases 
o be.a virtue' had long been passed, they 
oncluded to do up a little retaliatory sJtoot- 
~<ig on their own hook!" 


During the: second rally that the mob 


jade upon them, a great two-fisted rowdy 
—ascertained since to have been one of the 


otorious " plug-uglies "—threw a quid of 
obacco in the face of a passing soldier, and 
hen struck him in the face with his great 
irty'hand. The indignant soldier kept ou 


, rod-or two,'so- as to be at a convenient 
istance, and leveling the-musket introduc- 
d a small conical piece of lead over his as- 
ailant's left eye. 


Again as they were passing up Pratt St., 
ear Howard, a murderous villain threw a 


whole brick from a scicond story window, 
triking one of the soldiers on the back, 
nd felling him nearly to the ground. 
The 


coundrel seemed to enjoy bis hit hugely— 
eaning out of the window and laughing 
leartily. As» the fallen soldier recovered 
liinaelf, his comrade :pointed out the win- 
ow with the remark, ^'that'syour man ;'° 


when no sooner said than done—the little 
missile did its work most effectually, his 
jame falling outside on the pavement. 


When the assaulted regiment reached 


Vashington they were met at the. depot 
and welcomed by a patriotic crowd with al- 
most en tire, unanimity. 
Yet secession has 


a strong Tiold here whenever it dare show 
tself, and on this occasion several sneering 
srnarks' were made by sympathizers with 
he chivalry—for' ihsta'nee' as the regiment 
marched from; .the depot to the capitol the 
leople walked along in the street, the mili- 
ary occupying .the side-walk, one man ol 
cnown southern proclivities, remarked— 
' that crowd won't fight—they look cowed!' 
The orderly of one of the companies over- 
learing him said,- "You try them with a 
laving stone and see whether they'll fight;

meet men whose homes we come to protect 
we look for a .different kind of greeting, 


nd we shall enforce it at the point of the 
bayonet.'; .The indignant retort was re- 
ceived with shouts from the loyalists, and 
•he sneaking traitor'escaped lynching on 
the spot by taking to his heels and losing 
limself amongst the crowd.

veeks past.

STRENGTH AND IMPORTANCE OF FORTRESS 


MONROE.—The New Orleans Crescent ad- 
mits and grieves that Fortress Monroe is 
the key .to Virginia, and that it cannot be 
taken by the rebels. It says: 


If we only had possession now of Fortress 


Monroe and the Rip Raps, our way would 
be clear. !But the former is one of the 
strongest fortifications in the country. 
Its 


garrison is two thousand four hundred and 
fifty men, 
and it mounts three hundred and 


seventy-one guns. The Rip Rapa or Fort 
Calhouri, built out in the middle of Hamp- 
ton Roads, directly opposite Fort Monroe, 
mounts over two hundred guns. These two 
fortifications 
commarfd Hampton Roads, 


and James and .Elizabeth rivers ; and Rich- 
moijd aid Norfolk and Petersburg are thus 
all locked up. They can have no access to 
the sea. except between these two strong 
forts. Four or-five hundred guns are frown- 
ing upon ths-passage, able to • sink a fleet 
of .vessels, .and both forts are said to be 
over-garrisoned. Fort Monroe is protected 
by a moat, and is situated on a spit of sand 
bar at a point where Hampton Roads de- 
bouches into Chesepeake Bay. It is the 
hardest fort on the • continent to take, and 
wa doubt if it could be taken at all. 
We 


shall have to drive Old Abe and his dirty 
crew from Washington, and break up his 
government, and thus compel him to yield 
up this fortification, and everything else 
within the limits of the southern states.
